Some of our readers may be familiar 
with a weekly sensation sheet called the 
National Enquirer, which, from its con- 
tents, is obviously printed on Delsy. It 
appeals mostly to the less literate mem- 
bers of society whose main interest ina 
newspaper starts with the truth about Jac- 
kie Kennedy's prayers for the Pope to for- 
give her, and ends with drooling over pic- 
tures of the first three-fingered lesbian 
chimpanzee captured in outer Mongolia. 

In the June 15 issue, the National En- 
quirer has seen fit to devote a full page to 
an article by Merwin Dembling entitled 
"THE NEW EPIDEMIC" which goes into 
cursory detail over three studies that have 
been launched to examine the problem of 
the problem of America's 14 million homo- 
sexuals,. 

The article is typical of the newspaper, 
and its tone stems from reiterating many 
times that ''an epidemic of homosexuality 
is sweeping the country. (It) has become 
a major illness, among the nation's top 
tenillnesses, along witharthritis and heart 
disease," 

Poppy -cock, if you'll pardon the last 
syllable. As most enlightened individuals 
are aware, emotional preferences cannot 
be classified as epidemic, and in the case 
of homosexuality, I would term it endemic, 
at least to the more artistic members of 
society. If one takesthe Enquirer's words 
to heart, we may as well say that hetero- 
sexuality is assuming epidemic propor - 
tions, Any doubting Thomases can check 
the birth rate in countries like India for 
verification. 

There is no doubt that today's sexual 
revolution has led to a greater awareness 
of homosexuality, and today's gay crowds

are less inclined to hide their sex prefer- 
ences than their fathers were. It is nota 
matter of leniency, either, but a widening 
of acceptance of men and women as they 
are, not as society's rigid moral barriers 
would like them to be. As recently as 
thirty years ago, the subject was taboo, 
but there were obviously just as many ho- 
mosexuals as there are today, in propor- 
tion to the population. 

Today, articles, plays and films have 
increased the general public's knowledge 
of the existence of other sex activity than 
the Adam and Eve syndrome; and the pub- 
lic is now not only aware, but becoming 
more understanding. 

It is now more generally understood 
that the majority of homosexuals are not 
the wrist-flipping faggots, but rather mas - 
culine looking and acting men for whom 
many women feel an attraction. Witness 
certain major film personalities who have 
become sex gods for the world, yet were 
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their private lives made public, you might 
find they were sex gods, but ina man's 
world, without women. 

Far be it for me (or any intelligent 
individual) to wave a flag for homosexual- 
ity. For those who are, all that should be 
asked is the same respect and position as 
a heterosexual receives. Of course, by 
the same token, everyone has to earn re- 
spect from his fellow man, and the ob- 
vious types are only asking for the recep- 
tion they get prancing down the sidewalk 
swinging hips and swaying bleached hair 
in the wind.

There are 
just as many "'sick'' heterosexuals as ho- 
mosexuals, and statistics have proven that 
the majority (vast majority) of sex crimes 
against children and women are perpetra- 
ted by heterosexuals. 

A lack of adjustment is possible with 
anyone, irrespective, but it is unfair and 
untrue to place anyone's maladjustment at 
the door of homosexuality. There are too 
many normal adjusted homosexuals in the 
world, just as thereare heterosexuals, but 
these men usually are not the type who fre- 
quent the gay bars. Why should they? They 
are content and happy at home, either with 
a lover, or pursuing whatever they want in 
areas of creative or recreational satis- 
faction. 

The public only sees the lonely, the 
frustrated, the flip -wrist and the obvious 
who jam the bars inthe greatest percentage, 
giving the impression that to be homosex- 
ual means one has toget toa barevery 
night and seek a new bedpartner. There 
are these, but then that is their bag, and 
if the truth were known,most would prefer 
a steady lover anda steady home life, shar -

ing life as two people are meant to do. 

Does it mean because thousands of 
women throng the streets and bars nightly. 
that allwomen are whores? Not at all. 
The same applies to the homosexuals, but 
as with any minority group, the public is 
quick to point a finger. 

When the public wakes up to the full 
awareness of manasa sexual being, it may 
realize that love and sex can take various 
forms, and who is to say which is right 
and which is wrong? Every individual has 
his own particular satisfaction, and pro- 
vided no one gets hurt, there should be no 
value judgment placed upon one over a= 
nother. 

Homosexuality has always existed, and 
w#ll always exist, as long as man exists; 
butalso, so willheterosexuality. However, 
today's burgeoning birth-rate in most coun- 
tries is bringing society's attention to some 
form of restrictive actionto prevent over= 
population of the earth. India is even con- 
sidering mandatory vasectomy for all 
males after one child to curb the popula-= 
tion explosion. 

Sex is finally coming into its own, and 
perhaps the next ten or twenty years will 
see rapid changes in social attitudes to- 
wards all forms of sex activity.

The National Enguirer article ends 
with the words; ''Homosexuals deserve 
compassion, understanding and treatment, 
They are sick, unhappy people and their 
numbers appear to be growing.'"! 

We agree with the ''compassion and 
understanding"; every man deserves this 
especially those harassed married men 
with six children trying desperately to 
survive on $150.00 a week. As far as 
"treatment'' is concerned, we would only 
ask for fair treatment. As for being ''sick 
and unhappy'', there would appear to be 
far more sick and unhappy heterosexuals 
in the world than their homosexual bro= 
thers; pressures are just as great on ei- 
ther side of the fence, and when man ac- 
cepts himself for what he is, he will find 
society doing the same, butit is alla ™mat- 
ter of the individual and his own personal 
behavior and outlook. 
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CHF SCORES PRECEDENT

The militant San Francisco chapter of 
the COMMITTEE FOR HOMOSEXUAL FREE- 
DOM has scored its first major victory. 
They have forced Tower Records to re- 
hire Frank Denaro, a clerk who was un- 
justly fired, After a security guard saw 
Frank wink at a customer, management 
asked the twenty-four year old employee, 
"Are you gay?'' Mr. Denaro, surprised 
and confused at such interrogation, an- 
swered that he was neither gay nor hetero; 
ifanything he is bi. He was told, ''We 
don't tolerate that free spirit around here", 
and was subsequently fired. 

The CHF picketed for just two week- 
ends, those of May 17 and 24, urging a boy = 
cott of an 'anti-free spirit'' and ''anti-gay"' 
company. ''We turned many beautiful, un- 
derstanding peopleaway. Only the pseudo- 
hip, anti-gay, and super uptight gay people 
crossed over picket line", a spokesman 
for the Committee told a reporter. 

Negotiations between Russell Solomon, 
Presidentc® M.T.S.,Inc., ownersofTower _ 
Records and CHF negotiators, Stephen 
Matthews and Jim Connolly, occured the 
24th via telephone when Mr. Solomon cal- 
led from Sacramento. This preliminary 
conversation lasted two hours, 

Finally, later in the week, face-to-face 
negotiations took place involving Mr. 
Solomon, Tower managers, Tower em- 
ployees, and CHF representatives. The 
stormy debate lasted four long, exhausting 
hours, 

The list of demands made by CHF have 
been victoriously settled. First, Frank 
Denaro has been rehired, 

The second demand that Mr. Denaro 
be given full back pay, by agreement with 
CHF and Tower, is being submitted to bind- 
ing arbitration by an outside party accept- 
able by both sides. 

As for the demand that Tower not take 
recriminatory action against other em- 
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ployees honoring the picket line, Stephen 
Matthews tated, ''They have already hon- 


ored this demand by not firing an employee 
who honored the line and have agreed that 
no other action will be taken against any 
other employees." 


CHF also demanded that Tower sign a 
pledge not to discriminate against persons 
because of sexualorientation. While Tower 
management would not sign such a pledge, 
a newly formedemployees union, did agree 
to enforce the terms of the pledge. Mike 
Edwards, President of the Brotherhood of 
Tower Power, said, '"'Frank's firing was 
the catalyst forthe formation of our union". 
The fact that the employees are willing to 
enforce this pledge puts CHF in a much 
stronger position than if management a- 
lone had signed. 

Tower admitted that its management 
' erred, but refused to admit that Frank was 
discriminated against because of sexual 
orientation. Tower claims that there was 
suspicionthat Frank was breaking company 
policy in a completely unrelated way , but 
that sinceno proof was evident, he has been 
rehired, 

CHF maintains the position that if a man 
is asked, ''Are you gay?'' andis immediately 
fired, there is indeed discrimination, 

The Committee has now vowed to use 
all man-power in the educating of States 
Steamship Company, which has been pick- 
eted every week day noon hour since April: 
9. By action of the Committee, the picke- 
ting has been scheduled for Wednesday noon 
hours only now. CHF intends to use its 
members in more subtle and effective ways. 
"States Line thinks that if they ignore us, 
we will go away, but we have only begun 
our Campaign there", said Matthews. 

The protest it States began when Gale 
Whittington, an accounting clerk, was fired 
after his photograph appeared in the Berk- 
eley Barb in which he was embraced by Leo 
Laurence, at that time Editor of Vector. 
The picture, which accompanied a homo- 
sexual article on the Gay Revolution, was 
published without Mr. Whittington's know- 
ledge. Neither his or his employer's name 
were mentioned, 


The Committee was originated by Leo 
Laurence and Gale Whittington in order to 
fight States Line. Although Leo has attacked 
the Society for Individual Rights via the press 
it should be noted here that Mr. Laurence 
is not a synonym for CHF, The Committee 
does NOT have elected officers. Each 
personhas as much power asthe next. De- 
cisions are made on the basis of simple 


majority voting. Every week, a different 
moderator guides the meeting. 

There are no dues, age requirements, 
or any discriminatory blocks against peo= 
ple joining us. Even though many of our 
members are active members of S.I.R., 
we feel that directaction is stagnated when 
tied up in the redtape of structuralism. 
SIR and the Council on Religion and the 
Homosexual have endorsed the demands 
presented to State Lines recently. Working 
together is power.

MEMO TO DATA-BOY -- 

Gee, thanks, fellers! The greatest 
compliment for any writer is to know he's 
got his message across. ''Who Have You 
Hurt Today ?''obviously touched a sore spot, 
not only from your article, but from the 
flood of phone calls and letters received by 
Magpie editors. I say: good! Maybe it'll 
get some results. Maybe. 

The article that started this was not 
meant to be taken as a personal attack on 
any one individual; there are too many in- 
volved, and if the shoe fits, wear it. God 
knows there are some trying to unify the 
homosexuals in L.A. into some type of co- 
hesive group that can accomplish a better 
acceptance of the groupby the general pub- 
lic. Their efforts are commendable, but 
until everyone joins in and stands upfor his 
rights as a human being, results will be 
negligible. Andthis will take a lot more 
effort oneveryone's part than has been 
shown in the past. Freedom demands re- 
sponsibility, and how many homosexuals 
are able or ready or willing to accept the 
responsibility at this time? It's much eas- 
ier to go one's merry way, enjoy life, take 
in the bars and every other type of social 
activity, and not rock the boat. But accep- 
tance of responsibility has to start with the 
individual, and until each one of us starts 
to care more, we cannot expect a unified 
caring about the mass. 

Recently in the elections, a certain 
councilman lost, and in a TV interview, he 


came right out and blamed his failure on 
lack of the needed votes from the homo- 
sexuals living in his district. Is this nota 
good example of how unified effort CAN a- 


chieve results ? Think how much more 


would beaccomplished if EVERYONE stuck 
together ? 

It was said récently that if every homo- 
sexual in the United States were to go ''on 
strike" fora week, and stay away from work 
the entire country, from the Pentagon down 
to the supermarket andthe corner bar, would 
be out of business. Sure, our numbers are 
many, but our efforts are few. 

And all group effort has to start with 
the individual. There is a sickness abroad 
in the land, and it touches not only the gay 
crowd, but everyone: the sickness being 
"not caring''. We will be doing ourselves, 
as wellas the world, a big service when we 
start tocare more; not about sex, not a- 
bout getting a new color TV, or being one 
up on the Joneses, but about other human 
beings whose feelings may be a fragile as 
our own. To extend a hand, to open one's 
heart, to smile and say "hello'' and mean. 
it; to go with someone because you want and ; 
need a friend, rather than because you've 
met someone who can maybe do you some 
good, or someone who means a free meal, 
a few bucks, a place to flop until you get 
tired of the scene and move on. 

Iam anything by cynical; Iam any- 
think but down on the L.A. gay crowd; but 
isn't it better to recognize a fault, bring it 
into the openand try to do something about 
it, than toignore it, hoping it will go away ? 
DATA-BOY seems concerned that a hetero - 
sexual might have read my article and re~ 
ceivedconfirmation of his suspicions about 
the gay world. Thenumbers of heteros 
who read Data-Boy and Magpie are infini- 
tesimal, so relax, fellers! But the gay 
crowd who do read, hopefully will doa 
little soul-searching. My thoughts are 
my own; hopefully they are shared by the 
more discerning members of the gay com- 
munity. But remember, one mancanchange 
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hurt 


the world.One. in particular started about 

2,000 years ago and hasn't done too badly. 
He based his philosophy on love. Maybe 
that's what we all need to do; approach new 
friends with more love in our hearts instead 
of the fear and suspicion that is rampant 


.today. 


So let's put our hearts on the line, give 
a little, let down our defenses and learn to 
trust, because until you've learned totrust, 
there can be no basis for any worthwhile 
relationship, no matter in what, with whom, 
or what sex.

BOOK REVIEW

Two books out recently by the same 
author provide more than the usual eroti- 
cism we have come to expect from paper- 
back editions that deal in whole or in part 
with homosexuality. In fact, the caliber 
of writing is such that it makes some of 
those read in the past, somewhat poor by 
comparison. We refer to"AC-DC LOVER" 
(Published by Original Editions, Canoga 
Park, Calif.) and ''BILSEXUALITY, NORMAL 
OR NOT? (Dominion Books, North Holly- 
wood), both by Pres ton Harriman, both 
highly recommended, 

"AC-DC LOVER" deals with two ma- 
ture men, both in their early thirties, who 
fallinlove. Cody, the blond, handsome 
and virile one, is unhappily married, with 
a bitch of a wife who makes his life a mis- 
ery. Mark, recently divorced, meets Cody 
when he comes to workat the same adver= 
tising agency in Detroit. The two men fall 
in love, but Cody cannot make up his mind 
whether to get a divorce or not. Asthe 
story progresses, the author gives us a 
clear-cut picture, not only of the adver- 
tising business (with which he is obviously 
very familiar) but also of the problems a- 
rising from the relationship. Homo-and 
hetero-sexual relationships are graphically 
explored, and the story builds to a realis- 
tic and freightening climax, by which time 
even the uninitiated reader willhave re- 
ceived a complete indoctrination of what 
it is like to be bi-sexual. Slickly written, 
with fas t moving action and dialogue, ''AC- 
DC LOVER" is certainly one of the best
